On the bills to guarantee 
the securities of the C.N.R., the G 
T.P. Branch Lines company and the 
C.N.W.R. coming up in the House 
for third reading, resolutions geferring 
the bills back to committee of the 
whole were moved by T. M. Tweedie, 
Harold Riley and E, Michener. The 
third reading of the act to guarantee 
certain securities of the Edmonton, 
Dunyegan and B.C. Railway was 
agreéd to without opposition ,and the 
bill was finally passed,

referred back was that copies of the 
agreements between the government 
and the railWay companies should he 
submitted to the House for approval.

This led J. R. Boyle to en- 
quire whether the Opposition were 
opposed to making up a voters’ list 
and would prefer to rely on the enu- 
meration system. George Hoadley, 
Okotoks, replied that for his own part 
he was in favor of remaining where 
they were, 

Hon. Mr, BSifton was ready to meet 
the wishes of the Opposition, promis- 
ing that if the honorable gentlemen 
were in favor of the present system 
without a voters’ list, the Government 
were willing to retain the old system, 
which would save the province $50,- 
000 this year. 

Leader Mich®ner was not in_ the 
House at the time, but his deputy, T. 
M. Tweedie, said he thought it would 
be better to remain under the old

Huntington, Pa, Feb. 15—Three 
persons were | ilied and 67 were Iin- 
jured today when the Pennsylvania 


Limited, eastbound, jumped the track 
at Warrior's Ridge, a shert distance 
west of this place and nine or the 
leven cars rolled down ap embank- 
ment to the edge of the Juniata river. 
The dead in the Hunt- 
ington are: Harry A. Mass, New York;

The train, consisting of 10 passe- 


ger cars‘and a pustal coach, left Al- 
toona, 30 miles west of the scene ol 
the aceident’ more than an hour late, 
At the time of the disaster it is said 
the Limited Was going at a rate of oo 
miles an heur, As the heavy waln 
vhich was drawn by two locomotives 
neared Warrior's Ridge, the equalizing 
bar on the second bevomotive dropped 


to the rails. This bar holds up the 
springs of the locomotive, 
The first car passed over the ob- 


struction, but the nine succeeding cars 
jumped the track and rolied down the 
embankment to the brink of the riyer, 
The observation car remained cm the 
ralle. As the ponderous cars of stee! 
with their human freight dashed dqwn 
the embankment, telegraph poles were 
snapped off like pipe stems. The 
groans of the injured, who were pin- 
ned within the steel cars, were piti- 
ful. As quickly as possible the relief 
party released the most seriously ‘n- 
jured and hurried them to a local 
hospjtal,
